dust is applied to wheat, oats and 
barley at the rate of one half ounce 
per bushel. More than 1-2 ounce of 
dust per bushel should not be used, 

Seed treated with new improved 
Ceresan gives a somewhat higher 
percentage of germination than  un- 
treated seed. In orter to insure the 
‘best smut control, grain treated with 
Ceresan should be allowed to stand at 
least 24 hours before being sown. Dr, 
Hanna states, However, that experi- 
ments conducted at Winnipeg _labor- 
atories have shown that the time be- 
tween treating and seeding should 
not be tooo great’ or the germination 
of the seed may be adversely affected 
This is most likely to happen when 
the moisture content of the seed _ is 
high. In practice, therefore, it is sug- 
gested that seed be treated not more 
than about one week before it is to be 
sown,

THE WEEK IN 
THE LEGISLATURE 


Everybdy is now agreed that the 
session of the Alberta legislature is in 
its dying days and that it cannot last 
more than ten days or two weeks long 
er, But there is still a large amount of 
work to be transacted. The final re- 
port of the committee on agriculture 
has not yet been presented and other 
committees havn't finished their work 

Perhaps the most important legis: 
lation to come before the house for 
final consideration is the new bill in- 
troduced in the chamber this week by 
Premier R. G. Reid, It is called a bill 
“to promote the stability of the agri- 
cultural industry.”
